In the House of Lords last night, 

The Earl of ANCASTER, in calling attention 
to the report of Lord Hardinge’s Commission on 
the causes of the late Irish rebellion, saill that 
the condition of Ireland was recently discussed 
in that House on a motion by Lord Midleton. 
The Government om that occasion adopted 
sackcloth and ashes, accepted the motion, and 
practically offered no defence. To-day their 
lordships were in a better position than on the 
former occasion, because they now had the re- 
port of Lord Hardinge’s Commission before 
them, and they could speak with @. eater cer 
tainty of the events which led up to the unf.+- 
tunate rebellion in Ireland. Before dealing 
with the report he would like to refer to an 
argument which was put forward by supporte s 
of the Government. The argument was that 
the fault lay with the loyalists in the North 
of Ireland for their action in opposing the 
Home Rule Bill. To his mind that was a most 
ignoble argument, because, whether the Ulsier 
loyalists were right or wrong in resisting Hone 
Rule, it did not excuse the Governmant for not 
having taken action, if, in their opinion, the 
Ulster people were engaged in unlawful acts. 
After ail, the first duty of any Government was 
to preserve law and order. (flear, hear.) The 
Government of the day though fit to make little 
of the preparations in Ulster, ano. they de- 
hberately closed their eyes to what was patent 
to everybody else.

UNIONIST OPPOSITION

LESSONS OF THE PAST. 

He thought the main advantage of the debate 
would be to draw from the misfortune of the 
past some lessons with regard to our most de- 
sirable conduct in the future. His ex ce 
in Ireland led him to think that the [Irish 
Executive, as an instrument of government, was 
very troubled, with at least two fatal defects in 
its construction—iirst, there was division of re- 
sponsibility, and, secondly, duality of aim. 
Such an arrangement had contributed in lre 
land to a lack of proper responsibility, with the 
result that there was no effective control, and 
no co-ordination. Ever since the U@ion succes- 
sive Governments. hed had one eye on Ireland 
and the other eye on Westminster. Irishmen 
did not like British rule, but they disliked still 
more to be governed in the interests of the 
Parliamentary situation in England. The 
oscillation of parties from er to ition 
had been fatal to any consistent policy in Ire- 
-land and to any effective government. He was 
convinced that if there was to be an improve- 
ment of the government, in Ireland there ought 
to be agreement in England as to the methods 
to be pursued. Looking to the future, he was 
not at all disposed to depreciate or deride the 
apprehension of some of the speakers on 
the other side of the House. He was inclined 
to think thet they were not entirely groundless. 
(Hear, hear.) But he felt that they were cap- 
able of being safeguarded. he agreed that self- 
government in Ireland must under present cir- 
cumstances be experimental and provisional. 
The success of the experiment would depend 4 
great deal upon the amount of support it re- 
ceivel from all sections of the community in 
Ireland. Without a certain measure of public 
confidence, the’ Government proposals would 
undoubtedly be stillbora. Anybody who ven- 
tured to predict the result of a general election 
in Ireland, either to-day or in six - months 
henoe, would be a very bold prophet. With 
fair treatment, there was a prospect which 
they would be unwise to cast hastily aside 
without due consideration, and it would be 
unfortunate if, owing to such fear as hed been 
expressed in the debate, the opportunity which 
existed to-day of trying the experiment of self- 
government in Ireland were definitely aban- 
doned. (Hear, hear.) 


MARQUIS OF LANSDOWNE. 


The Marquis of LANSDOWNE—I am = cer. 
tainly not going to question the force of the in- 
dictment which has been founded on the report 
of, Lord Hardinge’s Committee. It contains in- 
deed a grave indictment. Nor am I here to 
deny the responsibility which attaches to the 
Government. The report discloses that nm 
sibility may vary in degree, but I feel that 
every one who is, or who has been, a member 
of the Government, cannot avoid the respon- 
sibiliyy, and must take the consequences of it. 
It is true that the report brings out clearly that 
in the opinion of the authors one Minister is 
much more to blame than any of his colleagues. 
I noticed an observation that fell from a noble 
earl in the debate that it was hard thet the 
late Chief Secretary should be allowed to escape 
from the consequences of his administration dur- 
ing the last few years. Was his noble friend 
quite sure that he is escapéd from the conse 
quences of what has taken place? Here is a 
man of the hichest sense of honour and of high 
character—and he has given some of the best 
years of his life to. the task which had been 
imposed upon him—who had a policy of his own. 
in which he believed, and who has found that 
that policy has broken down with the resulé de. 
scribed in that document, and who abandons his 
office under those ¢ircumstanoes.To say that euch 
a man escapes is a misuse of langvage. Tt has 
been said that it is most important thatwe should 
consider the lessons to be drawn from this re 
port. in regard to the fuinre administration of 
Trish affairs. We shall certainly admit to the |

THE AMENDING BILL.
